Himself gave on the eve of His bitter passion and death: “This is 
my commandment, that you love one another, as I have loved you.” 
And to show the extent of this love He added: “Greater love than 
this no man hath, that a man lay down his life for his friend.”

HK was 
from the embers of destruction and civic ruin, from the horror and 
confusion left as the work of the French Revolution that Socialism 
gathered up the folds of that dismal banner and threw them to the 
breezes.
